News accounts aro of further hearings on domestic, including mail, activities 
by the federal agencies. If you can get me a set of transcripts or galleys any time 
soon maybe I caii help. I'm being very patient with the CIA and am accumulating quiiw a 
record of deliberate and sometimes careless duplicity. They have not yet come to any 
of my records I've asked for and have copies of and have given me proof that while 
pretending they have given me all of which they know have actually given me proof that 
they have not and that it is all domestic. I think that Jim Lesar, ray lawyer, who knows 
and will not discuss what nobody else does, will confirm that the potential ol this is 
at least spectacular. The leads I have are that good.
